tne Government Commercial Institute, Calcutta, affords a training of a 
ractical and businesslike character, well up to date and capable of direct 
application to the commerce and trade of the city. It is neither a business 
college in which the academic element exceeds the vocational in relative 
importance nor a secondary school of commerce, but a higher school of 
commerce in which the vocational element predominates but in a liberal 
manner. 4 
2. There is a specialised Day Course extending over two years, ending 
in the Commercial Course Final Examination. Provision is also made for 

adyanced and more technical instruction by means of evening lectures 
on Advanced Book-keeping, high speed in Shorthand and Typewriting. 
Political Economy, Mercantile Law. Annuities and Insurance, Banking 
and Currency, and Accountancy, ending annually in Special Examinations 
in each of the subjects. These lectures are intended to give persons already 
employed in business a chance of improving their efficiency as first-rate 
Shorthand-writers, Typists. Book-keepers, or Auditors, and of gaining an intel- 
ligent insight into the economical, financial and legal principles on whicn 
commerce is based, : 

3. The aim of the Institute is to turn out a type of young man who, if 
he has received a thorough grounding in the ordinary school subjects,

In the second-year class they study the advanced stages of’ Commeréial 
Practice or Business Methods and are drilled constantly to work oy; 
complete transactions, enabling them to appreciate not only the exact 
relation which one item bears to another but also the place of each jn the 
completed whole, the transactions given in outline furnishing material fo, 
unaided work on the part of the students. They now practise making indox 
and continuous gréeés, not only of all the series of letters arising jy the 
transactions given but also of longer official letters and their replies yom 
such bodies as Chambers of Commerce and other Associations. Their 
are correeted and returned soon after they are submitted. No text-hooks 
being prescribed, the students are under no temptation to cram, their 
capacity to write simple correct English with perspicuity and brevity thus 
developing under careful guidence. ‘ 

Modern Bengalt, including Bengali commercial correspondence, ete — 
In Bengali * Kapalkundala”’ by Bankim Chandra Chatterjea is prescribed’ ay 
a text-book aflording a model for style and diction. Besides this language 
work, practices and principles obtaining in the commercial transactions 
covering different branches are also taught in Bengali, giving the Bengali 
students a further opportunity to learn them and to practise drafting business 
letters in their mother-tongue. They are required also to make index and 
précis, in Bengali, of commercial Ietters. 

In order that they may be able to express themselves clearly and 
accurately in Bengali and in English and with a view more effectively to 
supplement the practical teaching in English, special attention is paid to 
translation of passages from English into Bengali and retranslation after 
some time has elapsed, and vice versa. 

Commercial Geography.—The course in Commercial Geography deals 
specially with the relations of cause and effect that hold good between the 
general principles of geography and the oceurrence, production, and 
exchange of commodities. It also deals in an elementary way with the 
history of commodities. 

The Commercial Geography text-books used are “ Commercial Geography 


of the World” by A. J. Herbertgon, ‘‘A.Short Commercial Geography" by 


L. W. Lyde, “ Elementary Commercial Geography ” by H. R. Mill, “ A School 
Economic Atlas” by J. G. Bartholomew, and “A New. Geography of the 
Indian Empire and Ceylon”’ by Morrison, 

Commercial and Mental Arithmetic—In Arithmetic the. students 
are taught addition, subtraction, multiplication and division—simple an 
compound ; approximation in multiplication and division; G, C. M. and L.

‘ue Government Commercial Institute, Calcutta, aftords a training of a 
practical and businesslike character, well up to date and capable of direct 
application to the commerce and trade of the city. It is neither a business 
poi FS in which the academic element exceeds the vocational in relative 
importance nor a secondary school of commerce, but a higher school of 
commerce in which the vocational element predominates but in a liberal 
manner. ' . 

2, There is a specialised Day Course extending over two years i 
in the Commercial Course Final Examination. bese is Sen ieee 
more advanced and more technical instruction by means of evening lectures 
on Advanced Book-keeping, high speed in Shorthand and Typewriting, 
Political Economy, Mercantile Law, Annuities and Insurance, Banking 
and Currency, and Accountancy, ending annually in Special Examinations 
in each of the subjects. These lectures are intended to give persons already 
employed in business a chance of. improving their efficiency as first-rate 
Shorthand-writers, Typists. Book-keepers, or Auditors, and of gaining an intel- 
ligent insight into the economical, financial and legal principles on which

3. The aim of the Institute is to turn out a type of young man who, if 
he has received a thorough grounding in the ordinary school subjects, 
especially in English, has the makings of a useful assistant either in 
commercial or in Government offices, and who, if he is willing to avail 
himself of the facilities offered for more advanced and more technical 
instruction by means of evening lectures, may become well equipped to be a 
businessman.

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English.—The English teaching is as #everely practical as 
made. nay the first-year class, aoe cinenae res practise dictation and 
essay-writing. They also practise writing easy letters, both official tad 
business, as between a private man and a firm, and making index and précis 
of st cists .

n the second-year class they study the advanced st ; Cor ‘ 
Practice or Business Methods and are drilled see to Sos 
complete transactions, enabling them to appreciate not only the exact 
relation which one item bears to another but also the place of each in th, 
completed whole, the transactions given in outline furnishing material fo, 
unaided work on the part of the students. They now practise making indox 
and continuous précis, not only of all the series of letters arising in tho 
transactions given but also of longer official letters and their replies from 
such bodies as Chambers of Commerce and other Associations. Their papers 
are corrected and returned soon after they are submitted. No toxt-hooks 
being prescribed, the students are under no temptation to cram, thir 
capacity to‘ write simple correct English with perspicuity and brevity thus 
developing under careful guidance. 

Modern Bengali, including Bengali commercial correspondence, ete,— 
Tn Bengali “ Kapalkundala” by Bankim Chandra Chatterjea is prescribed as 
a text-book aflording a model for style and dictions Besides this language 
work, practices and principles obtainipg in the commercial transactions 
covering different branches are also taught in Bengali, giving the Bengali 
students a further opportunity to learn them and to practise drafting business 
letters in their mother-tongue. They are required also to make index and 
précis, in Bengali, of commercial letters. 

In order that they may be able to express themselves clearly and 
accurately in Bengali and in English and with a view more effectively to 
supplement the practical teaching in English, special attention is paid to 
translation of passages from English into Bengali and retranslation after 
some time has elapsed, and vice versa. 

Commercial Geography.—The course in Commercial Geography deals 
specially with the relations of cause and effect that hold good between the 
general principles of geography and the oecurrence, production, and 
exchange of commodities. It also deals in an elementary way with the 
history of commodities. 

The Commercial Geography text-books used are “‘ Commercial Geography 
of the World” by A. J. Herbertson, ‘A Short Commercial Geography” by 
L. W. Lyde, “ Elementary Commercial Geography ” by H. R. Mill, * A School 
Economic Atlas” by J. G. Bartholomew, and “A New Geography of the 
Indian Empire and Ceylon” by Morrison. 

Commercial and Mental Arithmetic—In Arithmetic the students 
are taught addition, subtraction, multiplication. and division—simple and 
compound ; approximation in multiplication and division; G. C. M. and L. 

M.; fractions—vulgar and decimal; practice ; proportion—simple and 
compound (.e., simple rule of three and double rule of three) ; the metric 
system; percentages, commission, etc.; proportional division ; profit an 4 
loss; mixtures; interest—simple and compound ; present worth af 
discount ; stocks and shares ; exchange—chain rule ; square root. Grant an 
Hill's “ Commercial Arithmetic ” and “ Mental Arithmetic ~ are used. " 

Shorthand.—During the first-year of the course the students — 
thoroughly grounded in the theory of Pitman’s Shorthand and eae iy 
to attain a speed of 50 words per minute at the end of the year. ‘ inl 
Shorthand Instructor” (centenary edition) is the text-book used. cent he 
the second-year they practise speed.

Book-keeping.—Vhe fall course of the Day classes in Book-keepi 
includes instruction in the elementary stage. It is expected that a student 
shall have already received a satisfactory grounding in English and 
Arithmetic. A Double Entry system is taught with simple accounts and 
commercial transactions. Students are taught to open and keep the 
following books: Purchase Day Book, Sales Day Book, Cash Book, Bill 
Book, Journal, and Ledger. Instruction is also given in making entries 
for outgoing and incoming single consignments. In connection with these 
books instruction is given in Trial Balanee and the preparation of Profit and 
Loss Accounts and Balance Sheets. 


5. Fee.—The students pay an admission fee of Rs. 3. The monthly 
tuition fee is Rs. 3. The text-books which the students have to buy cost 
about Rs. 16. 


6. Attendance.—The classes are held between 11 a.m. and 4 PM. except 
on Saturdays, when they are held between 11 a.m. and 2 p.m. Students of 
typewriting are allowed to stay later for extra practice. 


7. Session—The session begims annually about the end of June and 
closes #bout the end of April. The usual Autumn and Christmas holidays 
are given. A 

8. Standard of admission.—Candidates who have passed the Matricula- 
tion examination are eligible for admission. ‘ Others are admitted, provided 
they satisfy the Education Department, by passing a preliminary test exami- 
nation of a similar standard, that they have sufficient general education to 
enable them to derive advantage from the teaching.

(a) The first-year class ends with the Special Examination in Ele- 
mentary Book-keeping. 

(6) In the second-year class, ending in the Special Examination in 
Advanced Book-keeping, the course includes matters as 
under :— 

In the advanced stage there is considered the nature of capital, 
whether as money or property, stocks, shares, classification of 
capital, revenue accounts, the use of departmental ledgers, also 
the establishment and recoupment of sinking funds, investment 
accounts, public, railway, gas and water companies’ accounts. 
Joint-stock companies’ accounts are dealt with completely. 
Instruction is also given in joint consignments, partnerships, 
contracts, etc. The nature and purposes of allowances to be 
made for depreciation in value of property are also made clear. 


The fee for the elementary Book-keeping class is Rs. 24, payable in 
eight instalments of Rs. 3 each. and that of the advanced Book-keeping class 
is Rs. 32, payable in eight instalments of Rs. 4 each. A reduction of Re. 1 per 
instalment of each of the two fees payable by a student who is a member 
simultaneously of two of the classes in Shorthand, Typewriting, or Book- 
keeping will be granted, and the same reduction is granted per instalment 
of each of the three fees payable by a student who is a member simul- 
taneously of three of the classes in Shorthand, Typewriting and Book-keeping. 

14. Standard of admission-—Candidates who have attended the lectures 
in the day course will be eligible for admission to the evening course. Others 
will be admitted, provided they appear qualified for the class or classes they 
seek to join. Candidates for admission to Typewriting and the first-year 
Book-keeping classes must show that they have sufficient general education.

two years’ Day course and the Commercial Course Special Examinations 33 
each of the subjects specified for evening lectures at the end of each year are 
controlled by the Commercial Course Advisory and Examination Board,a body 
consisting of educational officers and gentlemen engaged in commerce in 
Calcutta. On the ‘results of these examinations certificates are granted by 
the Education Department, these certificates being endorsed by the Secretary 

Bengal Chamber of Commerce, which body, as also the Bengal National 
perro of Commerce, have undertaken to publish the list of the successful 
candidates. . 


16. Scholarships.—Three scholarships of Rs. 12 each per mensem, 
tenable for one year, will be awarded to those among the students admitted in 
the first-year Day class in the Government Commercial Institute who have 
secured the highest number of marks in English in the Matriculation examina- 
tion of the Calcutta University, and three scholarships of Rs. 20 each 
per mensem, tenable for one year, will be awarded to the students of the 
second-year Day class who will obtain the highest total number of marks at 
a preliminary examination to be held at the end of the first year for the 
purpose of awarding the scholarships and determining promotion. Holders 
of junior and senior University Scholarships are not eligible for these 
scholarships. 


Prizes.—First and second prizes of Rs. 75 and Rs. 50 respectively will be

17. Prospects of passed students.—345 siudents have been ‘successful : 


in the Final and Special Examinations. All of these are now employed in 
various offices, both mercantile and Government. A good many of them, 
viz., those that had joined either the Day or Evening classes with a toler- 
ably fair grounding in English and could therefore make the best use of the 
training received here, have risen above the level of ordinary clerks and are 
now drawing from Rs. 60 to Rs. 120. Some of them are reported to be shap- 
ing very well in their respective spheres, and are receiving rapid promotion. 
The Bengal Chamber of Commerce has issued a circular letter containing 
a request to its membors to make it a rule to take the passed students of the 
Day classes, whenever possible, in preference to other clerks, and the 
Advisory Board has recommended that the Government should pass orders 


that one-third of the vacancies in the Secretariat Clerical Services (Lower — 


Re) every year should be reserved for our successful candidates in the 
inal examination. The matter has been sent up for the consideration of 
Government.

PROSPECTUS OF THE GOVERNMENT COMMERCIAL 
“> INSTITUTE. oS a's Stee 


Tue Government Commercial Institute, Calcutta, affords a training of a 
practical and businesslike character, well up to date and sapatha af Gece 
application to the commerce and trade of the city. It is neither a business 
college in which the academic element exceeds the vocational in relative 
importance nor a secondary school of commerce, but a higher school of 
commerce in which the vocational element predominates but in a liberal 
manner. 

2, There is a specialised Day Course extending over two years, ending 


_ inthe Commercial Course Final Examination. Provision is also made for 


more advanced and more technical instruction by means-of evening lectures 
on Advanced Book-keeping, high speed in Shorthand and  Typewriting, 
Political Economy, Mercantile Law. Annuities and Insurance, Banking 
and Currency, and Accountancy, ending annually in Special Examinations 
in each of the subjects. These lectures are intended to give persons already 
employed in business a chance of improving their efficiency as first-rate 
Shorthand-writers, Typists. Book-keepers, or Auditors, and of gaining an intel- 
ligent insight into the economical, financial and legal principles on which 
commerce is based. : 

3. The aim of the Institute is to turn out a type of young man who, if 
he has. received a thorough grounding in the ordinary school subjects, 
especially in English, has the makings of a useful assistant either in 
commercial or in Government offices, and who, if he is willing to avail 
himself of the facilities offered for more advanced and more technical 
instruction by means of evening lectures, may become well equipped to be a 
businessman. 


Tue Day Course. 


4. There are two day classes—a first-year class and a second-year class. 
Papers are now before the Government proposing the following course of

They also practise writing easy letters, both official and 
business, - between a private man and a firm, and making index and précis 
f such letters. ; j . \ ( 

: In the second-year class they study the advanced stages of Commercial 
Practice or Business Methods and are drilled constantly to work out 
complete transactions, enabling them to appreciate not - only the exact 
relation which one item bears to another but also the place of each in the 
completed whole, the transactions given in outline furnishing material for 
unaided work on the part of the students. They now practise making index 
and continuous précis, not only of all the series of letters arising in the 
transactions given but also of longer official letters and their replies from. 
such bodies as Chambers of Commerce and other Associations. Their papers 
are corrected and returned soon after they are submitted. No text-books 
being prescribed, the students are under no temptation to cram, their 
capacity to write simple correct English with perspicuity and brevity thus 
developing under careful guidance. 

Modern Bengali, including Bengali commercial correspondence, etce.— 
In Bengali * Kapalkundala” by Bankim Chandra Chatterjea is prescribed as 
a text-book aflording a model for style and diction. Besides this language 
work, practices and principles obtaining in the commercial transactions 
covering different branches are also taught in Bengali, giving the Bengali 
students a further opportunity to learn them and to practise drafting business 
letters in their mother-tongue. They are required also to make index and 
précis, in Bengali, of commercial letters. 

In order that they may be able to express themselves clearly and 
accurately in Bengali and in English and with a view more effectively to 
supplement the practical teaching in English, special attention is paid to 
translation of passages from English into Bengali and retranslation after 
some time has elapsed, and vice versa. 

Commercial Geography.—The course in Commercial Geography deals 
specially with the relations of cause and effect that hold good between the 
general principles of geography and the occurrence, production, and 
exchange of commodities. It also deals in an elementary way with the 
history of commodities. 

The Commercial Geography text-books used are “ Commercial Geography 
of the World” by A. J. Herbertson, “A Short Commercial Geography” by 
L. W. Lyde, “ Elementary Commercial Geography ” by H. R. Mill, “ A School 
Economic Atlas” by J. G. Bartholomew, and “A New Geography of the 
Indian Empire and Ceylon” by Morrison. / 

Commercial and “Mental Arithmetic—In Arithmetic the ‘students 
are taught addition, subtraction, multiplication and division—simple and 
compound ; approximation in multiplication and division; G. C. M. and L. 
C. M.; fractions—vulgar and decimal; practice; proportion—simple and 
compound (¢.¢., simple rule of three and double rule of three) ; the metric 
system ; percentages, commission, etc. ; proportional division; profit and 
loss; mixtures; interest—simple and compound; present worth and 
discount ; stocks and shares ; exchange—chain rule ; square root. Grant and 
Hill's ‘ Commercial Arithmetic ” and ‘ Mental Arithmetic ” are used. 

Shorthand.—During the first-year of the course the students are 
thoroughly grounded in the theory of Pitman’s Shorthand and are expected 
to attain a speed of 50 words per minute at the end of the year. “ Pitman’s 
Shorthand Instruétor” (centenary edition) is the text-book used. Throughout 
the second-year they practise speed. ‘The minimum speed sought to be 
attained is 80 rasta per minute, The best students are found to attain a 
Speed of 120 words a minute. In the Final Examination speed tests are 
held at 80, 100, 120 and 140 words per minute. ye :

ing.—The full vourse of the Day classes in Book-keeping 
includes instruction in the elementary stage. It is expected that a ee 
shall have already received a satisfactory grounding in English and 
Arithmetic. A Double Entry system is taught with simple accounts and 
commercial transactions. Students’ are taught to open and keep the 
following books: Parchase Day Book, Sales Day Book, Cash Book, Bj} 
Book, Journal, and* Ledger. Instruction is also given in making entrieg 
for outgoing and incoming single consignments. In connection with thege 
books instruction is given in Trial Balance and the preparation of Profit and 
«Loss Accounts and Balance Sheets. . 

5. Fee—The students pay an admission fee of Rs. 3. The monthily 
tuition fee is Rs. 3. The text-books which the students have to buy cost 
about Rs. 16. 

6. Attendance.—The classes are held between 11 a.m. and 4 P.M. except 
on Saturdays, when they are held between 11 a.m. and 2 p.m) Students of 
typewriting are allowed to stay later for extra practice, 

7.. Session.—The session begins annually about the end of June and 
closes about the end of April. The usual Autumn and Christmas holidays 
are given. , 

8. Standard of admission.—Candidates who have passed the Matricula- 
tion examination are eligible for admission. Others are admitted, provided 
they satisfy the Education Department, by passing a preliminary test exami- 
nation of a similar standard, that they have sufficient general education to 
enable them to derive advantage from the teaching.

Some of them are reported to be shap- 
ing very well in their respective spheres, and are receiving rapid promotion. 
The Bengal Chamber of Commerce has issued a circular letter containing 
a request to its members to make it a rule to take the passed students of the 
Day classes, whenever possible, in preference to other clerks, and the 
Advisory Board has recommended that the Government should pass orders 
that one-third of the vacancies in the Secretariat Clerical Services (Lower 
grace) every year should be reserved for our successful candidates in the 
‘inal examination. The matter has been sent up for the consideration of 


Government.

completed whole, the transactions given in outline furnishing material for 
unaided work on the part of the students. They now practise making index 
and continuous grécis, not only of all the series of letters arising in the 
transactions given but also of longer official letters and their replies from 
such bodies as Chambers of Commerce and other Associations. Their papers 
are corrected and returned soon after they are submitted. No text-books 
being prescribed, the students are under no temptation to cram, their 
capacity to write simple correct English with perspicuity and brevity thus 
developing under careful guidance. 9 

Modern Bengali, includin li commercial correspondence, etc.— 
In Bengali * Kapalkundala”’ by Bankim Chandra Chatterjea is prescribed as 
a text-book aflording a model for style and diction. Besides this language 
work, practices and principles obtaining in the commercial transactions” 
covering different branches are also taught. in Bengali, giving the Bengali 
students a further opportunity to learn them and to practise drafting business 
letters in their mother-tongue. They are required also to make index and 
précts, in Bengali, of commercial letters. 

' Jn order that they may be able to express themselves clearly and 
accurately in Bengali and in English and with a view more effectively to 
supplement the practical teaching in English, special attention is paid to 
translation of passages from English into Bengali and retranslation after 
some time has elapsed, and vice versa. 

Commercial Geography—The course in Commercial Geography deals 
specially with the relations of cause and effect that hold good between the 
general principles of geography and the occurrence, production, and 
exchange of commodities. It also deals in an elementary way with the 
history of commodities. 

The Commercial Geography text-books used are ‘“ Commercial Geography 
of the World” by A. J. Herbertson, “A Short Commercial Geography” by 
L. W. Lyde, “ Elementary Commercial Geography ” by H. R. Mill, ** A School 
Economie Atlas” by J. G. Bartholomew, and “A New Geography of the 
Indian Empire and Ceylon” by Morrison. : 

Commercial and Mental Arithmetic—In Arithmetic the students 
are taught addition, subtraction, multiplication and division—simple and 
compound ; approximation in multiplication and division ; G, C. M. and L. 

.; fractions—vulgar and decimal ; practice ; proportion—simple and 
compound (¢.¢., simple rule of three and double rule of three) ; the metric 
system ; percentages, commission, ete.; proportional division ; profit and 
loss; mixtures; interest—simple and compound ; present worth and 
discount ; stocks and shares ; exchange—chain rule ; square root. Grant and 
Hill’s “ Commercial Arithmetic” and “Mental Arithmetic ” are used. 

Shorthand.—During the first-year of the course the students are 
thoroughly grounded in the theory of Pitman's Shorthand and are expected 
to attain a speed of 50 words per minute at the end of the year. “ Pitman’s 
Shorthand Instructor” (centenary edition) is the text-book used. Throughout 

‘the second-year they practise speed. The minimum speed sought to, ‘be 

_ attained is 80 words per minute. The best students are found to attain a

Book-keeping.—The full course of the Day classes in Book-keeping 
includes instruction in the elementary stage. It is expected that a i 
shall have already received a satisfactory grounding in English and 
Arithmetic. A Double Entry system is taught with simple accounts and 
commercial transactions. Students are taught to open and keep the 
following books: Purchase Day Book, Sales Day Book, Cash Book, Bill 
Book; Journal, and Ledger. Instruction is also given in making entries 
for outgoing and incoming single consignments. In é¢onnection with these 
books instruction is given in Trial Balance and the preparation of Profit and 
Loss Accounts and Balance Sheets, 

5. Fee—The students pay an admission fee af Rs. 3. The monthly 
tuition fee is Rs. 3. The text-books which the students have to buy cost 
avout Rs. 16. ‘ 

6. Attendance.—The classes arepheld between 11 a.m. and 4 p.m. except 
on Saturdays, when they are held between 11 a.m. and 2 p.w. Students of 
typewriting are allowed to stay later for extra practice. 

7. Session.—The session begins annually about the end of June and 
closes about the end of April. The usual Autumn and Christmas holidays 
are given.

11. Shorthand.—Students are admitted’ in July and also in December 
every year. The examination is held in April. For the session July to 
November the fee is Rs, 12, payable in four instalments of Rs. 3 each. nly 
those having a minimum speed of 60 words per minute-are admitted in July. 
For the session December to mid-April, the fee is Rs. 16, payable ia four 
instalments of Rs. 4 each. Those having a speed of 80 — a aia 
or more are admitted in December. Speed classes are so held as to enable A 


student to attain any of the four grades of speed required for the Spee

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> Typew: voriting.—Beginners are admitted in July. ‘They are carefully. 
taught the’ Touch” system. Advanced students. are also af rng the 
session. In December, only students having a speed of at least 20 words 
per minute are admitted. No beginner can join this session. By mid-April 
when the examination is held, the minimum speed sought to be attained is 35 
words per minute and the maximum is 60 words per minute. ‘Chore is an 
intermediate speed test at 45 words per minute. For each of the three speed 
tests there is a corresponding aceuracy test in tabulating, which is carefully 
—— The fee is the same as vhat of the Shorthand class ; but a reduction 
of Re. 1 per instalment of each of the two fees payable by a student, who is 
simultaneously a member of both the Shorthand and Typewriting classes, is 
granted, and the same reduction per instalment of each of the thtee fees 
payable is made when a student is simultaneously a member of three classes, 
viz., Shorthand, Typewriting and Book-keeping. The Typewriting class is . 
divided into two groups, the first of which practise from 5 to 6-30 p.m. and 

the second from 6-30 to 8 p.m. (except on Saturdays and holidays). 

13. Book-keeping.—The full course of the evening classes in Book- 
keeping includes instruction in two stages—the Elementary and the Advanced. 
Preparatory to the Elementary work it is ex,ected that a student shall have a 
satisfactory grounding in English and Arithmetic— 


(a) The first-year class ends with the Special Examination in Ele- 
mentary Book-keeping. 

(b) In the second-year class, ending in the Special Examination in 
od Book-keeping, the course includes matters as

In the advanced stage there is considered the nature of capital, 
whether as money or property, stocks, shares, classification of 
capital, revenue accounts, the use of departmental ledgers, also 
the establishment and recoupment of sinking funds, investment 
accounts, public, railway, gas and water companies’ accounts. 
Joint-stoek companies’ accounts are dealt with completely. 
Instruction is also given in joint consignments, partnerships, 
contracts, etc. The nature and purposes of allowances to be 
made for depreciation in value of property are also made clear. 


The fee for the elementary Book-keeping class is Rs. 24, payable in 
eight instalments of Rs. 3 each. and that of the advanced Book-keeping class 
is Rs. 82, payable in eight instalments of Rs. 4 each. A reduction of Re. 1 per 
instalment of each of the two fees payable by a student who is a member 
simultaneously of two of the classes in Shorthand, Typewriting, or Book- 
keeping will be granted, and the same: reduction is granted per instalment 
of each of the three fees payable by a student who is a member simul- 
taneously of three of the classes in Shorthand, Typewriting and Book-keeping. 

14. Standard of admission.—Candidates who have attended the lectures 
in the day course will be eligible for admission to the evening course. Others 
will be admitted, provided they appear qualified for the class or classes they 
seek to join. Candidates for admission to Typewriting and the first-year 
Book-keeping classes must show that they have sufficient general education. 
Candidates for admission to the Shorthand and the second-year Jsook-keeping 
classes must show that they have sufficient knowledge of Shorthand or Book- 
keeping, as the case may be. ; we gh:

On the results of these examiations certificates are granted by 
the Education Department, these certificates being endorsed by the Secretary, 
Bengal Chamber of Commerce, which body, as also the Bengal National 
Chamber of Commerce, have undertaken to publish the list of the successful 
candidates. 


16. Scholarships.—Three scholarships of Rs. 12 each per mensem, 
tenable for one year, will be awarded to those among the students admitted in 
the first-year Day class in the Government Commercial Institute who have 
secured the highest number of marks in English in the Matriculation examina- 
tion of the Calcutta University, and three scholarships of Rs. 20 each 
per mensem, tenable for one year, will be awarded to the students of the 
second-year Day class who will obtain the highest total number of marks at 
a preliminary examination to be held at the end of the first year for the 
purpose of awarding the scholarships and determining promotion. Holders 
of junior and senior University Scholarships are not eligible for these 
scholarships. 


Prizes.—First and second prizes of Rs. 75 and Rs. 50 respectively will be 
offered by the Bengal Chamber of Commerce for competition by the students 
of the Day class and another prize of Rs. 50 will be offered by the same body 
for competition among the students of the Evening classes in each of the 


following subjects :— = 


Mercantile Law, Banking and Currency, Annuities and Insurance, 
Political Economy, Modern English, Shorthand and Advanced Book-keeping. 


Three prizes are offered by the Remington Typewriter Company to be 
awarded to the three students of the Institute obtaining the highest marks 
for efficiency in Typewriting. 


17. Prospects of passed students.—345 students have been successful 
in the Final and Special Examinations. All of these are now employed in 
various offices, both mercantile and Government. A good many of them, 
viz., those that had joined either the Day or Evening classes with a toler- 
ably fair grounding in English and could therefore make the best use of the 
training received here, have risen above the level of ordinary clerks and are 
now drawing from Rs. 60 to Rs. 120. Some of them are reported to be shap- 
ing very wan in their respective spheres, and are receiving rapid promotion. 


The Bengal Chamber of Commerce has issued a circular letter containing 
a request to its members to make it a rule to take the passed students of the 


Day classes, whenever possible, in preference to other clerks, and the 
Advisory Board has recommended that the Government should pass orders 
that one-third of the vacancies in the Secretariat Clerical Services (Lower 
grade) every year should be reserved for our successful candidates in the 

inal examination. The matter has been sent up for the consideration 
Government.

‘Tux Government Commercial Iustitute, Calcutta, aftords a training of q 

practical and businesslike character, well up to date and capable of direct 
application to the commerce and trade of the city. It is neither a business 
college in which the academic element exceeds the vocational in relative 
importance nor a secondary school of commerce, but a higher school of 
commerce in which the vocational element predominates but tn a [ibebal 
manner. .

1. Private students are those who have not attended any recognized oy 
unrecognized High English schools for at least one year previous to the 
examination. The term “ private students ” includes school-masters, 

2. Private students must appear at the Test Examination to be held on 
Monday, the 6th December 1915, and the following days at the Hooghly 
Collegiate School. 

Kach private student will have to pay a fee of Rs. 6 which should be 
remitted to the Inspector of Schools, Burdwan Division, Chinsura, along 
with his application for admission to the Test Examination by the 9th 
November 1915, after which date afine of Rs, 2 will have to be paid for each 
week s delay. Under-no cirewmstances will the admission fee be refunded, 
No private student will be admitted to the Test Kxumination unless he js 
accompanied, for the purpose of identification, by some person known in the 
office of the Inspector of Schools, Burdwan Division. 

8. Applications must be submitted through the head-master of the 
school in which the applicant last read. The head-master, in forwarding 
the application to this office, should note ,;whether he recommends the 
application or not If he does not, his reasons should be stated. The 
application of no candidate is to be forwarded who did not leave school 
from the first class, or who had not been declared fit for promotion to that 
class.
